UPON  THE  PASSAGE  of  the  am- 1 
endment.  Eldin  Ricks,  chairman ' 
of  the  Utah  County  Council  for  Bet-  j 
ter  Movies  and  Literature  and  Pro- 
fessor of  Religion  at  BYU,  made 
the  following  statement:  “This  is  a 
very  sensible  ordinance  and  is  very 
modest  in  its  requirements. 

"IF  THE  PUBLIC  will  support 
jits  enforcement  it  will  serve  to 
! strengthen  and  reinforce  the  home. 
And  the  fact  that  approximately 


12,000  people  have  signed  our  peti- 
tion asking  for  this  law  is  strong 
evidence  that  the  public  is  behind 
it. 

“Few  people  realize  that  the  ob- 
scene publications  racket  has 
mushroomed  into  a billion  dollar 
a year  industry.  Unless  parents 
and  communities  all  over  America 
act  to  reverse  this  amazing  trend 
we  are  going  to  be  engulfed  by  it. 
In  fact,  J.  Edgar  Hoover  says  that 
j ‘sex  mad  magazines  are  creating 
! criminals  faster  than  we  can  build 
jails  to  house  them.’  ” 

j "THE  PROVO  CITY  Commis- 
i sion  is  to  be  commended  for  its 


willingness  to  take  the  leadership 
in  this  important  matter.  The  next 
step  is  for  every  other  community 
in  Utah  County  to  adopt  similar 
legislation.” 

Mr.  Ricks’  personal  reflections 
on  the  passage  of  the  amend- 
ment was:  ‘‘A  movement  is  afoot 
in  California  to  get  a million  names 
on  a petition  demanding  a strong 
state  anti-obscenity  statute.  Our  ef- 
fort in  Provo  is  small  by  compar- 
ison, but  I think  that  eventually 
-Hollywood  and  New  York  will  get 
the  message  that  most  people  in 
America  want  better  movie  and 
magazine  fare  than  they  are  get- 
ting.”

Dicken’s  tale  of  an  orphan  and  his 
antics  in  19th  century  London  opens 
Monday  in  the  De  Jong  Concert 
Hal),  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Cen- 
ter. 

DICKEN'S  NOVEL  deals  with 
the  workhouses  and  the  conditions 
in  the  workhouses  and  orphanages 
of  18th  and  19th  century  England. 
The  playwright  and  musician  have 
reworked  some  of  the  cruel  and 
vicious  parts  of  the  novel  to  make 
the  play  more  fitting  to  a musical 
production. 

The  story  concerns  young  Oliver 
Twist  who  is  sent  to  an  orphanage 
but  later  sold  because  he  is  too  dif- 
ficult to  handle. 

HE  IS  SOON  accepted  into  a 
gang  of  pickpockets  controlled  by 
Fagin.  Fagin  teaches  the  young 
boys  the  most  effective  ways  to 
steal. 

While  a member  of  the  gang, 
Oliver  finds  his  grandfather  and 
the  two  finally  break  the  power  of 
Fagin  and  his  boys.  Oliver  is  then 
taken  into  his  grandfather’s  house- 
hold. 

SOME  OF  THE  best-known  songs 
of  the  Broadway  musical  are  “As 
Long  As  He  Needs  Me,”  “Consider 
Yourself,”  and  “Where  is  Love.” 

The  play  will  be  directed  by  Dr. 
Harold  I.  Hansen  of  the  Dramatic 
Arts  faculty.  Brandt  Curtis  will 
serve  as  vocal  director,  and  mus- 
ical direction  will  be  under  the 
baton  of  Richard  E.  Ballou. 

THE  TITLE  role  of  Oliver  will 
be  played  by  two  Orem  Junior  High 
School  boys,  Michael  McCallister 
and  Neil  Kim  Newell.  The  two 
boys  will  play  the  part  on  alternat- 
ing evenings.

Isaacson 
In  Hospital 
After  Stroke 


President  Thorpe  B.  Isaacson, 
counselor  in  the  First  Presidency 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  was  reported 
Tuesday  to  be  improved  but  still 
in  critical  condition  at  the  LDS 
Hospital  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

PRESIDENT  Isaacson  was  hos- 
pitalized Monday  night  after  suffer- 
ing a stroke  in  his  home. 

He  has  been  a member  of  the 
First  Presidency  only  three  mon- 
ths. He  was  appointed  in  Oct.  1965 
in  a historic  move  that  put  four 
counselors  in  the  First  Presidency 
for  the  first  time  in  Church  history. 

PREVIOUS  TO  becoming  part 
of  the  First  Presidency,  President 
Isaacson  served  as  Assistant  to  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  and  filled  a 
position  in  the  Presiding  Bishopric 
for  15  years. 

In  addition  to  his  Church  service, 
President  Isaacson  is  general  ag^t 
for  Lincoln  National  Life  Insurance 
Co.,  Utah-Idaho  district.  Because  of 
his  work  in  the  insurance  business, 
he  was  selected  at  one  time  by  his 
company  as  the  most  valuable  in- 
surance agent  in  America. 

HE  IS  AN  alumnus  of  BYU  and 
also  attended  school  at  Snow  Ac- 
ademy, Utah  State  University,  and 
University  of  California  at  Berk- 
eley. He  received  an  honorary  Doc- 
torate of  Law  Degree  at  Utah 
State  in  1956. 

He  also  spent  16  years  working 
in  Idaho  School  districts  as  athletic 
coach,  teacher,  principal,  and  sup-

Assembly  Changes, 
New  IOC  Constitutioi 


Last  year  at  this  time  the  studentbody 
president  was  busy  revamping  the  student 
constitution.  With  some  difficulty  the  new 
streamlined  form  of  government  was  accept- 
ed just  before  spring  elections. 

Just  last  weekend  BYU’s  studentlx)dy 
president  participated  in  fonning  a consti- 
tution for  the  Western  Collegiate  Associa- 
tion in  Albuquerque.  According  to  Presi- 
dent Bob  Christiansen  the  association  is 
the  biggest  thing  BYU  student  government 
has  entered  into  this  year. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  momentum 
for  the  new  organization  began  at  BYU  in 
November  when,  upon  invitation,  inter- 
mountain student  leaders  met  to  discuss 
the  feasibility  of  forming  a Western  associa- 
tion of  colleges  and  universities.  The  pro- 
gram caught  fire  and  with  tlie  proposed  ex- 
pansion to  student  relations  and  cooperative 


entertainment  areas  students  of  BYU  will 
see  and  i)eriiaps  participate  in  its  dividends 
soon. 

A forensics  tournament  and  college 
bowl  are  scheduled  to  be  held  at  BYU  April 
1 and  2.  Meeting  here  for  the  competition 
will  }>e  the  championship  debate  teams  from 
each  member  school,  and  also  a team  of 
scholars  from  each  school. 

According  to  Christiansen,  in  years  to 
come  these  meets  will  be  televised,  but  it 
is  too  late  to  get  TV  coverage  far  the  com- 
ing event.

From  front  row  seats  we 
will  be  able  to  examine  some  of  the  best 
academic  talent  from  six  other  schools.

School’s  More  Fun  The 
Second  Time  Around

Among  those  crowding  the  cam. 
pus  sidewalks  are  a few  interest- 
ing-looking people  with  graying 
hair— carrying  too  many  text- 
books to  be  mistaken  for  faculty 
members. 

SOME  ARE  school  teachers  who 
come  to  obtain  higher  degrees 
but  there  are  those  who  again  be- 
come students  simply  because 
•they  have  inquiring  minds  and 
love  to  learn. 


Take  an  example,  Mrs.  G.  Al- 
bert Spencer,  795  East  Grove 
Creek  Dr.,  Pleasant  Grove,  moth- 
er of  seven.  She  wanted  to  con- 
tinue her  education  since  she 
quit  college  in  her  junior  year  to 
marry  a young  engineer.  He  be- 
came a naval  officer  and  later 
joined  the  BYU  faculty. 

LAST  YEAR  THE  youngest  of 
the  seven  Spencer  children  start- 
ed to  school.  For  the  first  time 
in  her  married  life,  Mrs.  Spenc- 
er had  enough  free  time  to  re- 
turn to  college. 

She  began  with  courses  in  gene- 
alogy, supplementing  them  with 
a creative  writing  class  to  help 
her  add  color  to  the  biographical 
histories  she  .plans  to  write. 

MRS.  SPENCER  would  like  to 
graduate,  but  this  is  not  her  main 
goal.  She  considers  remaining  a 
good  mother  much  more  import- 
ant. Being  a good  mother  to  four 
teenage  children  as  well  as  her 
first-grader,  a missionaiy,  plus  a 
recently  returned  missionary,  is 
certainly  no  small  task. 


Most  mothers  would  consider  a 
family  of  that  size  a full-time  job. 
But  Mrs.  Spencer  manages  to  be 
a Cub  Scout  den  mother,  an  active 
campaigner  for  her  political  party 
and  participant  in  other  civic  and 
church  activities. 

SHE  ADMITS  she  has  taken  on 
a bit  too  much.  Next  semester 
she  plans  a lighter  load.  She  feels 
she  should  devote  more  time  to 
her  family,  especially  her  young- 
est child. 

Mrs.  Spencer  found  an  unex- 
pected friendliness  on  the  part  of 
the  students  and  many  close 
friendships  have  developed. 

BEFORE  HER  return  to  high- 
er education,  Mrs.  Spencer  had 
thought  of  college  students  as  be- 
ing somewhat  cynical  but  her 
opinion  of  youth  has  changed. 

She  said,  “I  have  certainly  de^ 
veloped  a real  faith  in  the  young- 
er set.” 

MRS.  SPENCER  points  out  the 
difference  she  has  observed  be- 
tween high-school  and  college 
students  is  that  the  latter  are 
“more  level  minded.” 

As  a successful  mother,  Mrs. 
Spencer  advises  those  starting 
families  to  teach  children  well 
while  they  are  young,  for  when 
they  become  teenagers,  they  are 
not  so  apt  to  listen  to  their  par- 
ents any  longer. 

MRS.  SPENCER  describes  her- 
self as  “not  afraid  to  do  things 
because  of  what  others  might 
say.”  If  she  were,  she  would 
never  have  added  to  her  other 
responsibilities,  that  of  college.

Paul  said  that  the  Olympics  for 
Utah  committee  will  be  going  to 
Rome.

Wirtz  Announces  New  Jobless  Rate 

WASHINGTON,  (AP) — Secretary  of  Labor  W.  Willard 
Wirtz  reported  Tuesday  the  lowest  jobless  rate  in  nine  years, 
but  said  it  is  “only  on  the  10-yard  line"  toward  President 
Johnson’s  goal  of  full  employment  without  inflation. 

The  unemployment  rate  dipped  to  4 per  cent  in  January, 
and  Wirtz  told  Congress  it  can  be  cut  below  3'/2  per  cent  this 
year  without  forcing  up  prices. 

Wirtz  said  the  nation’s  record  five-year  economic  boom 
has  already  disproved  that  there  must  be  cycles  of  depression 
and  prosperity.

WASHINGTON,  (AP) — Administration  forces  failed  to 
blast  a Union  Shop  Bill  loose  from  a Senate  filibuster  Tues-

Opponents  of  the.  bill  which  would  end  the  right  of 
states  to  outlaw  Union  Shop  contracts  easily  turned  back  a 
move  to  invoke  the  Senate’s  debate-limiting  cloture  rule. 

The  vote  was  51  for  cloture  and  48  against,  or  15  votes 
short  of  the  two-thirds — 66  votes — required  to  cut  off  debate.

The  chance  for  a BYU  upset  in 
the  WAC  gymnastics  race  loomed 
brighter  after  the  California  road 
trip  last  week. 

"I  NEVER  REALIZED  we  had 

as  much  strength  as  we  do  until 
the  UCLA  Invitational,”  stated 
gymnastics  coach  Bruce  Morgen- 
egg.  “We  stand  a very  good  chance 
to  place  second  in  this  meet  next 
year.” 

The  solid  fifth  place  in  the  invi- 
tational followed  a decisive  win 
over  San  Jose  State,  169.25  to  117. 
95,  and  a second  place  behind  the 
University  of  California  in  a tri- 
angular meet  with  Cal  and  Stan- 
ford. 

MORGANEGG  NOTED  that  the 
UCLA  Invitational  is  one  of  the 
toughest  meets  next  to  the  NCAA 
Championships,  adding  “many  of 
those  who  competed  in  the  invita- 
tional will  make  up  a fair  share 
of  the  NCAA  finalists.”  Currently 
about  20  spots  in  the  national  rat- 
ings are  held  by  those  who  com- 
peted in  the  meet. 

In  spite  of  showing  some  signs 
of  “battle  fatigue”  from  the  six 
day  trip,  the  Cougars  did  well  in 
individual  honors  at  the  invitat- 
ional, where  thirty  men  per  event 
seemed  to  be  the  rule. 

RICHARD  NICHOLAS  placed 
first  on  parallel  bars  on  the  way 
to  a third  in  the  all-around.  He 
had  been  awarded  the  first  place 
trophy  in  the  all-around  but  later 
found  an  error  in  the  statistics 
which  dropped  him  to  third. 

Also  at  UCLA  Freshman  Sterling 
Van  Wagenen  placed  second  on 


trampoline  with  a 9.30.  This  is  his 
highest  score  to  date.  Tom  French, 
a Junior,  managed  a second  place 
tie  on  long  horse  (vaulting). 

THE  SAN  JOSE  meet  was  a 
breeze  for  the  mountain  cats.  They 
placed  first  on  every  event  except 
floor  exercise.  They  also  swept  the 
first  three  places  on  four  events 
and  came  close  to  it  in  the  others.
